Premier Stewart Outlines 
Government Measures to Be 
Introduced in Legislature 


Forecasts Increase in Phone Rates Because of Extensions Deemed 
Necessary—Lacombe and Blindman Valley Railway Taken over 
—Extension Soon Necessary—Establishment of Hansard, Pro- 
posed by Leader of Opposition, Not to Be Considered 


Sketching in outline many of the 
Proposed government measures dur- 
ing the present session, Premier Stew- 
@rt yesterday afternoon played havoc 
With a few of the legislative prece- 
dents, but by taking the house into 
his confidence at the very outset of 
the assembly he made a decidedly 
business-like impression and inciden- 
tally delivered one of the most con- 
Vincing and straightforward addresses 
to which the members of the legisia- 
ture have listened for some time. 

One outstanding announcement in 
the many made by the prime minister 
during his address was that which 
forecasts a substantial increase in the 
kovernment telephone rates in 
province. This has been made neces- 
sary by present day conditions, and 
the situation over the province as a 
whole demands that very wide exten- 
sions to the system be made during 
the present year 

Line Taken Over 

The premier also made public the 
fact that the government has been 
obliged to take over the Lacombe and 
Blindman Valley railroad and that an 
extension of this stub Iine must be 
constructed with as Iittle delay as 
possible He told the house aiso 
his visit to France; of the urgency of 
re-establishing the returned soldiers 
in civil life; of the establishing of 
provincial labor bureaus; of the fail- 
vre of the provincial premiers to ob- 
tain from the federal government the 
control of the natural resources of the 
west; of the need of more asylum 
buildings at Ponoka; of the proposed 
tubercular sanitarium to be erected 
next spring; of the plans to provide 
better school and hospital facilities 
in the province, and he pointed out 
with all the emphasis at his command 
that the responsibilities of the pro- 
vincial and federal government in re- 
establishing returned soldiets must 
not be misunderstood and confused. 
dhe provincial government cannot 
accept any obligation until the federal 
fovernment has discharged the 6ol- 
diers from military service, Lastly 
the premier made an eloquent and a 
manly appeal for co-operation, from 
every member of the legislature to- 
ward solving the great problem of re- 
construction that faces the country 
and the governments. He did not ask 
the opposition to abstain from criti- 
cism of the government's measures, 
but he did ask in all earnestness that 
the criticism be honest and helpful 
and not destructive nor 
m@¥ely for obstructive purposes. 

The speceh from George Hoadley, 
leader of the opposition, was marked 
by its freedom from all bitterness and 
venom, being a mild eriticiem of the 
government's apparent lack of pre- 
paredness for the problems of peace, 
ind a calmly measured objection to 
the standard of education carried into 
the country by immature teachers. 

Cannot Establish Hansard 

Before the addresses of the after- 
noon Premier Stewart told the house 
that the government could not con- 
sider the establishment of a Hansard, 
as was asked for by Mr. Hoadley. 
He had wired to the other provinces 
and found that none are keeping Han- 
sards of the legislature. Nova Scotia 
liad done so once, but during the last 
two years had abandoned the plan. 
Moreover, there was apparently no 
necessity and not sufficient funde to 
warrant the cost. 

Mr. Hoadley said he was extreme- 
ly disappointed at the decision of the 
government. He was sure the major- 
ity of the people in the province de- 
sired that official records of the 
house be kept. 
would reduce the volume of speech- 
yuaking in the house by at least one- 
sixth, itself a very appreciable consid- 
eration 

Capt. R. Pearson said he had been 
approached by many _ people who 
wanted a Hansard started, the G. W.

Mr, Crawford to task, pointing out

‘German Socialists Say That They 


Were Always Opposed to 
Militarism 


Berne, Feb. 5—The international 


Socialist conference today settled the! 


questions of responsibility for the war 
and the future position of the German 
Socialists in the conference by adopt- 
ing a compromise resolution declaring 
that the conference had passed over 
the questions of responsibility and 
the German revolution and had agreed 
to accept the participation of the Ger- 
man majority ‘inlists in the restor- 
ation of the Socialists internationale 
The compromise was adopted unani- 
mously except for the vote of one 
delegate, Milhaud, a Frenchman, 

A strong tendency to exclude the 
majority Socialists was evi- 


dent in the early discussions, but a 
spirit of conciliation eventually pre-| 
|vailed. Herman Mueller, addressing 


the conference today, declared 
the German Socialists always had op- 
posed militarism, adding: “The young 
republic of Germany is ready to con- 
sent to a general disarmament on the 
condition that all 
the same.” 

The international trades union con- 
ference opened here tonight with 41 
delegates representing 11 countries 
in attendance. Delegates were pres- 
ent from England and the United 
States Several delegations have not 
yet arrived. The conference took up 
discussion of international labor legis- 
lation in conjunction with the Social- 
ist conference now being held here.
